Passing Through Streets of K ansas 


City. 
Police Have Good Clue. 


K ansas City, May 3 1 - A knife with 
a four im h blade was hurled at Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt as he lode aiolis, Grand 
avenue in ills automobile. 
T h e knife grazed the Colonel’s hand. 
it struck 
the 
to nne au 
dour 
behind 
which Roosevelt sat and fell to the 
running board of the car. 
Earnes t Schell, one of the American 
Legion guards, who accom panied the 
Roosevelt car, seized the kiltie ami 
turned it over to tile police. 
Chief ot 
Police H am m tl has a good description 
of the man who threw the knife, wiio 
forie d his way back th rough the crowd 
and est aped 
before any am ong the 
hundreds who saw the act could stop 
him. 
As the colonel’s car approached a 
tall man with brown clothes and a 
straw bat forced his way from the 
sidewalk 
toward 
th e 
Roosevelt 
car. 
W hen he was within t*g feet of Rouse 
velt he dr* \v a long bladed Kniie from 
un inner pocket. 
Leaning over the heads of those be 
tore him, he took deliberate aim and 
throw the knife at Roosevelt. 
Had 
ti is throw been a few in d ie s higher 
the knife would 
have 
reached 
its 
m ark. 
Instead, after 
grazing 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s hand, its point strut k the 
door of the car, where it was imbed 
d i d for a second. 
Then it fell to the 
running board. 
With a curse the man forced lits 
way b a t k w a rd and the jostling crowd 
closed round him, effectively hiding 
his identity. 
Fearing 
a 
riot 
might follow the 
spreading of the new s of the man s 
attem p t 
am ong 
tile 
crowd, E rnest 
Schell, who saw the incident, pi' ked 
up the long bladed knife and handed 
It to the uniformed polit email who w as 
following him. 
••Hut this in your pocket,” Schell 
tuOd the poll* email. 
“ Keep It hidden 
from the crowd.” 
The policeman obeyed and secreted 
the kiiife. 
Detectives are now e n d t a 
voriug to find its owner. 
Colonel Roosevelt was bowing and 
waving his hand to tile crowds on t ie 
opposite side of tile car aud was un­ 
aw are of the attem pt until later when 
he had rest bed his hotel. 
•’The man who threw the knife was 
tall, thin and 
wore brown clothes,*’ 
said Schell. 
“ Although I saw him only 
for an instant, i believe he had been 
drinking.” 
John McGrath, Colonel Roosevelt’s 
private secretary, arter at first trying 
to suppress the story of the th rowing 
f the knife, la ter adm itted it, saying 
that 
the knife 
grazed 
the colonel’s 
band without inflicting any injury. 
A man who gave the n a m e of E d ­ 
ward McDaniel, and said he was from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, was arrested l a ’er 
when, according to Hie police, he tried 
to force his wav into the Roosevelt 
suite in the Mueblebach hotel. 
” I’ve 
got husiuet-s a i th Roosevelt aud i ve 
got to see him,” he is quoted as h av ­ 
ing said. 
lie was unarm e I, and is 
being held for investigation.
